In 
the irst place, the refiner prepares a 
solid rod of silver about an inch in 
thickness ; he heats this rod, applies 
upon the surfaee a sheet of gold leaf, 
burnishes this down, applies another 
coating, burnishes this down, and so on, 
until the gold is about one-hundredth 
part the thickness of the silver. Then 
tbe rod is subjected to a train of pro- 
cesses, which brings it down to a state 
of fine wire ; it is passed through holes 
in a steel plate lessening step by step in 
diameter. The gold never deserts the 
silver, but adheres closely to it, and 
-hares all its mutations ; it is one- 
hundredth part the thickness of the 
silver, and it maintains the same ratio to 
the end. As to the thinness to which 
the gold-coated rod of silver can be 
brought, the limit depends on the deli-

To isolate this gold wire, he subjected it 
to warm nitrous acid, by which the 
silver was dissolved, leaving a gold wire 
one-thirty-thousandth of an inch in 
thickness — perhaps the thinnest round 
wire that the hand of man has yet pro- 
duced. But the wire, though beyond 
all comparison finer than any employed 
in manufactories, does not approach in 
thinness the film of gold on the surface 
of silver and gold lace. It has been cal- 
culated that the gold on the very finest 
silver wire for gold lace is not more than 
one-third ot one-mill iouth of an inch in 
thickness — that is, not above one«tenth 
the thickness of ordinary gold leaf. —

Prison LMsciplino in Jnpau. 

Some interesting particulars are given 
la the Japan Gazette of the convict 
prison of Tsukuda-Jirns, near Tokio. 
The pri*on was founded by General Ka- 
wsji, the prefect of police, who, after 
having inspected the various prisons in 
Europe, resolved to introduce into Japan 
a system of imprisonment which should 
be both humane and profitable to the 
state. With the consent of the govern- 
ment, he established, about five yearn 
ago, the Tsukuda-Jima prison, which is 
under the ontr.l ot the police depart- 
ment, and in which the princ'psl rule is 
that each prisoner shall contribute «o 
far ss he is able towards his own main 
tenance. At ih«.- pm-ent time ti ere> are

other servants, whose mont ly w^ses 
amount to about £3.V), including the 
salaries of nine surgeons. The prison 
stands upon niueteeu acres of land, more 
than three of which are covered by 
buildings; and in the month of Mirch it 
held 8,890 prisoners, of whom only one 
hundred and four were women. The 
total expenditure for 1877 was rattier 
under £20,000, of which £15,000 was 
paid out of the prisoners' earnings. One 
of the principal trades carried on in the 
prisnn is that of brickmaking. at which 
more than three hundred of the convicts 
are employed, the clay being brought 
from Tokio. The bricks are sold at tbe 
rate o! f4 per 1,000, aud a good workman 
can make as many as 1,200 in eight 
hours. Forty convicts are emplojed in 
making bo:>ts and shoes, and all the bx>ts 
for the police are m*uui'actured here. 
Then are a smithy aud a carpenter's 
shop in the prison, and among the mis- 
cellaneous articles turned out are um- 
brella*, chinsware, toys and various 
kinds of lacq'ier work. There are also 
a-veral printing prestes iu the prison, 
I while the younger convicts have a large 
schoolroom, in which they are taught 
Japanese aud English and are made fa- 
miliar with different trades.

Doctors, Sun and Air. 



The air of the rooms we live in is 
more or less alive with germs. Sunlight 
with air will kill them, sunlight without 
air won't kill them ; consequently sun- 
light and ventilation are ts*ential con- 
ditions of health, and there must be at 
leaot two hours of sunlight to produce j 
effective results. It is neither necessary 
nor desirable to allow the scorching buu 
to pour through our windows all day 
long, but we must have enough of it to 
keep our homes sweet and freeb, «r we 
must suffer the consequences.

China.— Terrible Scene of Agony and Ceath. 
A letter from Tientsin, China, gi ves the 
following particulars of the fire in that 
city, by which 1,400 people lost their 
lives:

An institution of considerable interest 
b the Hartford Chinese "mission" or 
school, which have been in active ex- 
istence for the past six years. It is 
situated in a large, handsome building 
in one of the pleasant quarters of the 
city, and was erected by the Chinese 
government at a coat of fifty thousand 
dollars. 

Of the scholars belonging to the mis- 
sion there are now one hundred and 
twelve. The whole expense of their 
education, which is no less than one 
hundred thousand dollars a year, is paid 
by the Chinese government, and each 
scholar is being trained through a couise 
of study covering fifteen years, his final 
destination being to become an official of 
his own empire. 

The system of education at this 
remarkable school is two-fold. They are 
instructed both in the Chinese language, 
literature, geography, history and other 
learning, and in English and the western 
branches of study; in western mathe- 
matics, history, grammar, geography, 
and so on. They are governed and 
trained by a body compri-ing two •'com- 
missioners," who have the chief supervN 
aion and control of the school, a trans- 
lator aud interpreter, and two professors. 

The scholar ' are divided into classes of 
twenty each, and only one class resides 
ami receive- instruction at the mission 
at the same time. The rest are usualiy 
attendirg school in the meanwhile in 
neighftvriDg towns and villages, or 
receiving instruction in piivate families.

United States and ships in EngNnd with 
out complaint from Rushia, and if Rus- 
sian agents are now buying vessel* in this 
country, it its no violation of our law-. But 
if a belligerent power may lawfully buy 
ships and arms within our jurisdiction, 
and neither the ship* nor the arms can 
be detained separately, it is evident that 
all that is necessary tor the evasion of 
the law is to get them out separately, 
and then to put the arms upon the whip 
on the open sea. 

Fortunately there can be no doubt 
that the neutral duties of the United 
States, iu cate of war between Russia 
and Great Britain, will be most honor- 
ably preserved, and that the law of 1818 
and the rules of the treaty wilt be care- 
fully and impartially enforced. It is, 
however, obvious that, considering the 
enormous extent of our coast and the 
relations of national and state authority, 
we have undertaken by the three rtiles 
of the treaty a very difficult tack, and it 
is a fair question whether, as the Pall 
Mall Gazette says, the word " neutral" 
in the treaty has not given Russia, in 
the present case, a great advantage. —
